But the deep division of opinion and 
emotion which has been caused by these 
problems has also had a divisive effect 
within the “American political party 
structure itself — notably in the De- 
mocratic Party. It was precisely the 
recognition of this fact that led Pres- 
ident Johnson to take the unprece- 
dented step of withdrawing from the 
Presidential race. And it is this situa- 
tion which has enabled former Vice- 
President Richard Nixon to make a 
dramatic political comeback, uniting his 
party .behind his candidacy. 


By naming Maryland Governor Spiro 
Agnew as his running mate Mr. Nixon 
has further cemented the Republican 
coalition. He has prevented disenchant- 


ment among his supporters in the South| 


and put himself in a position of siphon- 
ing of potential supporters of former 
Alabama Governor George Wallace, 
who has set up his own third party 
and made advances in all sections of 
the country by appealing for 8 mus- 
cular return to domestic law and order. 


The Democratic Party faces its con- 
vention later this month in consider- 
able disarray, and the real question is 
whether it can unite around a candi- 
date who will be able to reconstitute 
the coalition which has made up the 
party since the days of Franklin D. 
‘Roosevelt. 


.. Thus it is already clear that while 
Vietnam and America's foreign rela- 
tions will play an important role in the 
coming election campaign, they will do 
so in 
wards the solution of America's do- 
mestic problems. Barring any unfore- 
seen international crises, this promises 
to be the direction that any new Ad- 
ministration in Washington must take. 
Certainly this will not mean, how- 
ever, ἃ return to the kind of isolation- 
ism which was once so firm a part of 
American policy. For the U.S. today 
understands that in order to address 
itself to its internal problems, it must 
judiciously exercise. rather than re- 
nounce, its world power. 


At the same time only an América 
able to regain a new internal equili- 
brium will be able to fulfill the im- 
mense responsibilities which its power 
and leadership demand. This then is 
America's dilemma. And in this nuclear 
world. both friend and foe alike must 
wish her well in both areas.

Foreign, Minister Abba Eban, in his meeting with special U.N. envoy Gunnar | 
darring in’ London Friday, reaffirmed Israel's willingness to hold peace talks 
with Jordan under the enyoy’s auspices, authoritative sources in Jerusalem said 


last night. 

Mr. Eban also dwelt at length on Pre- 
sident Nasser’s recent statements, and 
told Dr. Jarring that the Bpgyptian atti- 
tude was at the root of the deadlock in

The Foreign Minister was said to have 
stressed Iarael’s view that: only a genuine 
Peace settlement, formal and contractual, 
with agreed boundaries and the liquida- 
tion of all conflict, would be acceptable 
to Israe]. Mr. Eban is understood to have 
noted that the activities of the Palesti- 
nian terrorist groups imposed an obstacle 
to any progress. The Foreign Minister 
also mentioned Algeria's continued deten- 
tion of the Hil Al plane, crew, and male 
passengers as a factor in heightening the 
present tension in the Middle East. : 

Mr. Eban did not, however, ask for 
Dr. Jarring’s intervention’ in connection 
with the abduction of the plane, because 
the issue is already being dealt with by 
the U.N. Secretary-General, the sources 
said. The meeting took place at the Is- 
rael Ambassador's residence. 

Before leaving Israel for London, Mr.

Mutiny in ‘Palestine Army’

Subhi al-Jabi on July 29 
broke Into Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion headquarters in Damascus August 1 
and detained Brig. al-Yahia, He was heid 
for two days at his office, then moved to 
his home, where he has been under guard. 

A P.L.O. communique issued in Amman 


yesterday said-that “some officers” also . 


had mutinied agammst transfer orders. js- 
sued by the Executive Committee. It said 
the orders were issued f the Pales- 
tine ‘National Assembly's decision last 
month to reorganize the PLA. under “free 
will and command.” 

The communique said that the Execu- 
tive Committee, headed by Yehia Ham- 
moudeh, will “firmly end the mutiny.” It 
stressed that Brig. al-Yahia was still Chief 
ot Staff of the Army. 

The Executive Committee gave no 
reason for the ouster of Brig. al-Jabt Its 
communique indicated differences between 
the Syrian-backed former command and 
the Jordanian-based command of the vari- 
ous Palestinian sabotage organizations. 


Later last night, Sawt Falastin broad- 
cast supporting messages from “the fight- 
ers of the Liberation Army" ard from 
“the Commander of the Liberation Popular 
Forces." The dissident officers were re- 
ported to have issued a statement in 
Damascus, naming themselves commanders 
of the army: and demanding the Executive 
Committee cancel its latest decisions.

Pilots ‘not hopeful’ of 
quick release of plane 


PARIS. — Two vice-presidents of the In- 
ternational Airlines Pilots’ Association 
sald on thelr return from Algiers last 
night. they were “not very optimistic” on 
the immediate release of 14 Israeli crew- 
men and male passengers of the hijacked 
El Al airliner. ᾿ 


Airline pilots Jim O'Grady and Ole 
Forsberg said at .Orly. Airport they did 
not think the 14 Israelis would be released 
“for at least another two weeks.” They 
had just returned from a 24-hour visit in 
Algiers, where they tried to see either 
President Houari Eoumedienne or Foreign 
Minister Abdelaziz Bouteflika to secure 
the release of the Israelis and the plane 
hijacked July 23. ὲ 


Capt. Forsberg said they were only able 
to see Bouteflika’s right-hand man. The 
two pilots did not get to see Algerian 
Government leaders during an earlier, 
eight-day visit to Algiers, Their return 
trip Friday had been based on reports 
they would be received by Bouteflika. 


(In Boston, the influential “Christian 
Science Monitor" reported in a dispatch 
from Beirut Friday that Boumedlenne had 
informed French, Italian and other West- 
ern government envoys that he would 
release the plane if Israel would free four 
or five of the more than 1,000 Palestinian 
Arabs now in Israeli prisons for terrorist 
activities.)

Soviet Ambassador Jacob Malik, speak- 
ing for the second time last week, said 
the Council should take “appropriate 
Severe steps against Israel” in punishment 
for its action. 

Brazilian Ambassador Joano Augusto de 
Araujo Castro, this month's President of 
the Council, said his Government appealed 
ta the U.S. and Russia to reach an agree- 
ment on ceasing or limiting military as- 
sistance to the region. “Such an under- 
standing between the major powers would 
certainly have a sobering effect on belli- 
gerency.” 


‘EVERYTHING SAID’ 


Paraguayan Ambassador Miguel Solano 
Lopez said that during recent meetinga of 
the Council on the Middle East question 
“practically everything that can be said 
has been said.” 

He reiterated his Government's concern 
that Dr. Jurring's mission should continue 
fo an atmosphere conducive to a lasting 
settlement. “Maintenance of the cease-fire 
agreement js a sine qua non to success.” 

Nationalist China’s ambagsador Liu 
Chieh deplored the Israeli attack and ex- 
pressed his Government's sympathy with 
the people of Jordan. ‘The heavy artillery 
and aircraft used by Israel were uncalled 
for by the degree of provocation offered by 
the terrorists," he said. He urged that 
“some form of presence should be estab- 
lished in the Israeli-Jordanian sector as 
has been established elsewhere.” 

Meanwhile Pakistan and Algeria have 
prepared a draft resolution aimed at 
strongly condernning Israel, But this docu- 
ment has yet to be tabled before the 
Council. 

As the draft stands it will be unaccept- 
able to the U.S. ond Britain, sources said. 

In London the New York correspondent 
of “The Times” reports that consultations 
have been taking place at the U.N. to seek 
an acceptable resolution, "The problem {s 
to find a formula which is not another 
mere condemnation, but stops short of 


sanctions.”

The villagers — from Yalu, Emmuas and 
Belt Nuba — were reported to have com- 
plained against the destruction of their 
villages which they said “were turned 
into an agricultural area.”

But, 
he told a nationally televised press con- 
ference, “I believe deeply in the twin goals 
for which Robert Kennedy gave his life 
— an end to the war in Vietnam and a 
passionate committment to heal the divi- 
gions in our own society.” 

The 46-year-old Senator had been in- 
creasingly mentioned as a man who might 
gain the backing of Robert Kennedy's sup- 
porters. 

Senator McGovern’s late entry, with the 
Democratic Party Convention due to open 
in Chicago on August 26, pits him against 
Vice-President Hubert Humphrey and 
Senator Eugene McCarthy of Minnesota 
for the nomination. 

Senator McGovern, a “dove” on the Viet- 
nam issue, said the bombing of North 
Vietnam “should end this very moment” 
because it blocked meaningful negotiations. 
He also said that the “‘senseless search 
and destroy operations”: of the allies, 
“which kill the innocent with the com- 
batants, should also cease now.” 

The Republican candidate, Mr. Richard 
Nixon, left Miami yesterday to visit Pres- 
ident Johnson at his ranch in Texas for a 
briefing on the Vietnam situation. He will 
be accompanied by his running-mate, 
Maryland Governor Spiro T. Agnew, 

Mr, Nixon has meanwhile scrapped 
plans to visit Moscow and West European 
capitals before the November election. He 
told reporters he “just couldn't find” the 
10 days needed for the kind οὔ trip he 
wished to make. 

Mr. Nixon's choice of Governor Agnew 
was widely criticised in the presg over 
the week-end and depressed moderate and 
Uberal sections in the Republican Party, 
who saw it as a concession to the segrega- 
tlonist South that might cost the ticket 
votes in the big cities.

The fire did not start unt! the plane 
came to a stop about 500 yards onto the 
airport to the right of the main runway.

The Hovercraft, known here as patrol 
air-cushion vehicles, were moved into the 
northern sector ‘nf South Vietnam last 
June.

descent. 
: The son of a Greek restaurateur in 
Baltimore, Agnew reached adolescence 
during the repression years and frequent- 
jy helped hig family support their modest 
income with add jobs after school. During 
the Depression, his fether’s restaurant busi- 
ness failed and the elder Agnew was 
forced to eke out a living hawking veget- 
ables. 

After graduating from high school, 

Agnew studied chemistry for three years 
at Johns Hopkins University, but then 
transferred to the University of Maryland 
might law school, and took ἃ job with 
an insurance company to support himself. 
- It was there that he met his future 
vwife, a secretary at the school. Their 
marriage was postponed, however, by World 
‘War ΤΙ and it was not until he graduated 
from an officers’ candidates school in 
1942 that the two were married. Two 
years later he was shipped overseas and 
saw action in France and Germany, in- 
eluding the Battle of the Bulge. He won 
four Battle Stars, the Bronze Slar und 
the Combat Infantry Badge. 

When he returned home from ihe army 
he completed law school and switched his 
registration from Democrat to Republivan. 
His father clung to the Democratic Party 
until the young Agnew was clected to 
a Baltimore County post on the Repub- 
ean ticket. Eventually he was elected 
chairman of the Baltimore County Board 
of Appeals, and under his administration 
the county became the first in tee U.S. 
ta enact a Public Accommodations Law. 
It was his stand in favour of open hous- 
ing that helped him to win the election 
for Governor in 1966. 

Civil disturbances during the last two 
years have altered Agnew's stance on civil 
rights although the Governor insists that 
it is not he who has changed; "ξ haven't 
changed,” he told reporters recently. “I'm 
Standing still. Its just that others are 
moving more to the left.” 

Although the tone changed gradually it 
crystallizes clearly at a meeting the Gov- 
ernor called with Negro leaders in Balti- 
more shortly after that city, lke others, 
had been struck by riots followiag the as- 
Sassination of Martin Luther King.

The 
themes of his informal talk on trends 
and developments in music in Argentina, 
often sounded very familir to Israeli ears. 
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MUSICAL DIARY 


After having’ been’ under ‘the influence 
of French music throughout the 19th 
century and right up to the 1920s, atten- 
tion was centred on folklore and its pos- 
sible applications for professional com- 
position. Then more contemporary tech- 
niques came to be stressed — concrete 
music, electronic music, aleatoric devices, 
etc —- with some composers going through 
all three stages within a relatively short 
Period of their creative lives. 

He touched upon a critic’s difficulty ir 
judging new media, for lack of precedent 
or experience, making assessment subjec- 
tive and temporary and leaving absolute 
evaluation to future generations. 

“Mr. de Urbano described musical life in 
Buenos Aires during the nine-month sea- 
son, saying it was as hectic as in other 
world centres, with opera and concerts 
provided by an opera company of high 
standard, four symphony orchestras, nu- 
merous chamber ensembles, as well as 
recitals, keeping the poor music critic 
running from one event to the next with- 
out respite, He stressed the enormous re- 
cent development of the interest in music, 
recalling that some 30 years ago even 
an appearance of Pablo Casals was only 
Sparsely attended, with everybody in the 
audience knowing everybody else. Today 
ali musical events are packed with listen- 
era of all social strata and age groups. 
Young composers and artists go abroad 
to study and return to dedicate their 
talents to the further development of 
Argentinian culture. Some are interna- 
tionally acclaimed; Uke Martha Arge- 
rich, the pianist, who was generally ad- 
mired at her appearances this year with 
the Israel Philharmonic; Daniel Barenboim, 
Argentine-born Israeli pianist-turned-con- 
ductor; Nicolas Chumachenco, who will 
appear at the Israel Festival as soloist with 
the Zurich Chamber Orchestra, and others. 
According to Mr. de Urbano. Suenos 
Aires is today one of five or six world 
centres of musical activities.

Strange ideological bedfellows 


Ao. closely do the rank and file of 
leftists follow the changes in ana- 
lysis made by their intellectua! leaders? 
Some remarkable pronouncements have 
been made recently by very important 
— if very dissimillar — left-wing leaders. 
To what extent have these heen digested 
by their-embattled followers? 

Ideology has been making strange bed- 
feliows in the Middle East for some time 
now. According to strict “progressive” 
interpretation, Israel ἐξ a reactonary ca- 
pitalist outpost of Western Imperialism, 
while the Arab states represent socialism, 
as evidenced by their alignment within 
the Soviet camp. : 

It was not always so. 

In the ideological lineup of 20 or so years 
ago, Russia considered the Arab League 
as a reactionary force and observers else- 
where feared that Israel was going to in- 
troduce the cancer of socialism into the 
Middle East. 

The present doctrine has, for various 
reasons, considerable appeal to anti-es- 
tablishment youth the world over (ἃ cate- 
gory which includes a great many Jews). 
But among the less rigid (if no less 
anti-western-establishment) of certain 
Leftist thinkers, some highly unexpected 
re-evaluations may be detected, just as 
dramatic changes are occurring in what 
used to be called the “monolithic Soviet 
hiac.” 

The following little quiz might profit- 
ably be made available to those who feel 
that the official “progressive” line on the 
Middle East question remains, as it has 
for some time been constituted, a question 
of black against white, injustice against 
justice. capitalism against socialism, Israel 
against the Arab states. 

Who said the following?. 

1) “The so-called Arab unity was en- 
couraged iby the Soviet Union) in 
an irresponsible maoner; it had in no 
way a socialist character — just con-' 
sider the example of Jordan — but 
‘waz purely natfonalistic~and directed 
against Israel.” i : 


2) “The -Atab- world is: xiot-a-unity ... 
The Arab states ‘still have o social 
revolution to make; one must not for- 
get this. Perhaps this secta] revolution 
is a more pressing task than the 
destruction of Israel.” 


3) “The dispute between Israel and the 
Arab states has long since become 8 
conflict between the United States and 
the Soviet Union, it bas long since 
gone out of the Internal sphere into 
diplomacy... The great problem ix how 
the frame of the discussion of this 
conflict can be narrowed again. We 
all must do what we can to help 
the representatives of Israel and the 
Arab states finally to sit down toge- 
ther and discuss their own problems — 
by God, these are certainly not the 
same as the problems of the ‘great 
powers." . 

4) “If the direct responsibility for Viet- 
nam lies with the United States, then, 
with regard to the Middie East, it lies 
with the Soviet Union (as, in 1948 
and 1956, it jay with Great Britain).” 
The first and third statements were 

made by the American Professor, Herbert 
Marcuse, internationally known 85 the 
“philosopher of the student revolts," men- 
tor of the “New-Left” and "Third World” 
thinkers. His comments on the Middle 
East appeared in a recent issue of “New 
Qutlook” and were reprinted from a pub- 
lished report on discussions he held with 
students and professors of the Free Unl- 
versity of Berlin. 

The second and fourth statements were 
made by the Russian physicist A.D, Sak- 
harov in his astonishing and exceptional- 
ly courageous letter published recently in 
“The New York Times” and widely: re- 
produced, calling for cooperation between 
America and Russia. 

Marcuse takes an almost apologetic 
tone: “The Left, and particularly the Marx- 
ist Left, cannot ignore the fact that part, 
of the Arab world identifies itself with 
anti-imperialism.” He explains that Is- 
rael’s foreign policy, closely associated 
with that of the U.S. and failine to take 
“positions for the freedom struggle of the 
Third World against imperialism, has 
made it easy to identify Israel with im- 
perialism, easier to identify the Arab 
eause with anti-imprinlism.” He has 
chosen the word “easy”; significantly, the 
useful Marxist word “correct” is not used. 

Sakharov is more direct. He simply dis- 
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misses “the claim that the Arabs’ fight 
was basically anti-imperialist." However, 
while attacking Russia's “irresponsible” 
support of the myth of Arab socialist 
unity, he makes a parallel and under- 
standable attack on the United States: 
“And on the other side, the Israeli 
extremists were supported in a similarly 
irresponsible fashion.” 

The objective position of the twa men 
couid not be more different. Marcuse is 
writing from the academic groves of Cali- 
fornia (where, nonetheless, he recently 
went into hiding with his wife because 
of threatening letters calling him a “dirty 
Communist".! Saltharov, while a renown- 
ed personality and a member of the So- 
viet elite, writes from within a dictator- 
ship. 

What is more, Marcuse Is a Jew. (Per- 
haps this fact makes hig attitude toward 
the conflict here ambivalent?) Neverthe- 
less, it comes as a surprise to have him 
say, “You will understand that I have 
personal, though not only personal, feel- 
ings of solidarity and identification with 
Israel.” The guru of anti-imperialist youth 
turns out to be a kindly old Jew, ready 
to defend Israel's right to exist. This 
nation, he ‘says, must be a homeland for 
the persecuted and must not be annihi- 
lated, ᾿ 
* ‘Sakharov, the Russian Communist — 
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and anti-militarist —- makes ἃ remark- 
ably statement om the must recent war 
for survival here: “The (Israelis’) pre- 


yentive Six Day War. in the rare of the 
threat of destruction by the many times 
More numerous fighting power of the 
Arab coalition, may have heen justified.” 

Marcuse, after listing hig ethical re- 
servations about Israrl, concedes Arab in- 
transigence aod makes a curious coin- 
meat: “The fact is that Arahs in official 
positions, and not just anybody, have 
loudly und explicitly declared that there 
must be a war of annihilation against 
Israel. This is also a fact 41 am terribly 
sorry, but it cun be verified.)” The italics 
ure nine: the parentheses and the sor- 
row are his. 

Sakharov qualifies his measured de- 
feace of Israel's self-defence: “But the 
cruelty toward the refugees and the pri- 
soners of war, and the attempt ta solve 
territorial questions by military means, 
juust be condemned.” 

Marcuse: “The treatment of the Arab 
population in Isruel was at least deserv- 
ing of condemnation, if not more." 

If the myth of Arab progressive so- 
cialism has been pierced and only the 
myth of Israeli cruelty remains, we have 
made a considerable advance. Marcuse, of 
course, could eusily come here to check 
his facts; Sakharov, with what appears 
to be a far more analytical and con- 
structive approach, cannot. 

But for any visiting leftists interested in 
seeing 4 free society at work, a worth- 
while itlnerary might include: the red 
flag of revolutionary socialism fluttering 
on May Day over a former Syrian Army 
camp now housing a new kibbutz on the 
Golan Heights. 

Or ἃ tour of Egyptian Army installations 
in Sinai: air-conditioned villas for the 
officers, filthy. hovels for the men. Or, 
as a result of 20 years of Israeli rule, 
an Arab school system in Nazareth which 
ds on an infinitely higher educational le- 
vel than may he found in many develop- 
nent towns with a purely Jewish popula- 

jon. 
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T[HE Presidency of the United States 
ds the greatest political prize m the 
world. In the contest to grab this most 


men have made their bids. One 15 
an ebullient and nimble humpty-dumpty. 
The other is grey, grave and droll, One 
Hoes about borne on 3, compulsive torrent 
of words, burbling about happiness and 
‘the just war. The other muses about nio- 
ταῖν. One is a brilliantly professfonal 
politician who brings the naivety and in- 
nocence of the small town to Washington. 
The other ts a don, 2 Httle cynical about 
the political process and seems driven by 
constructive boredom rather than enthus- 
iasm. Their policies do not, in fact, great- 
ly differ, Both come from the country- 
side. Both have been teachers, and both 
are Democrats, and both come from the 
State of Minnesota. 

The men, of course, are Vice-President 
Humphrey and Senutor Eugene McCarthy. 

The State of Minnesota is not an easy 
one to write about. It ig the sorthern 
part of the Midwest. It seems to embody 
the basic and more austere virtues of the 
U.S., the ideslism that, at least in theory, 
allows that this is a country which aims 
to meet moral goals rather than protest 
its interests. It is a varied, proud, hand- 
some and progressive State. Jt gives the 
impression of being earaeat and hard- 
working. 

Hubert Humphrey is recognisably a Min- 
nesotan, True, he was born in Wallace io 
South Dakota in May. 1911, His father 
was a pharmacist, and since such shops 
sell soft drinks and food and magazines, 
as well as medicines, in ἃ small town 
the pharmacy tended to take the place 
of the old general store as the Incal po- 
litical atoa. He suffered in the Depression 
and in the disastrous duststorms that 
swept the prairies at the same tlme and 
had to move on. But he was a mayor of 
one town, and was elected a state rep- 
resentative. He taught his son from the 
American political classig¢s. It was not αὶ 
very hard beginning. Hubert was brought 
up in a large white frame-house, with an 
airedaile dog and a rabvit hutch and a 
model-T Ford. 

Hubert Humphrey went to the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota, but had to leave be- 
cause his father could not afford to keep 
him there. He worked six years in the 
pharmacy and then returned to the unl- 
versity, He taught political sclence in 8. 
small college and doubled as a news an- 
alyst on the 1008] radio.He joined just 
about every organisation there was, and 
oa his second attempt was elected mayor 
of the state capital, Minneapolis, 

When he took office, the place had 
sitpped into that sort of sleazy, provincial 
viciousness that can flourish in a self- 
satisfied city. There were some 50 
brothels going full blast; there also was 
after-hours drinking and some local mob- 
sters, Although the mayor's powers were 
Umited there, he set that Uttle untidiness 
right. He drove out the Communists in 
the local version of the Democratic Party 
and, all in all, at the age of 37 won 
Tumself ἃ reputation ag a reform mayor 
and an effective one. 

In 1948, he was in the U.S. Senate, the 
first Democrat to be so elected from Min- 
nesota. At the Democratic Convention that 
year he spoke so strongly on race rights 
that a large number of Southern Democ- 
rats walked out. In 1952, this unquenchab- 
ly ambitious man tried for the Vice-Pre- 
sidency; the Democrats however chose the 
late Sen. Hstes Kefauver. In 1960 he 
fought two primary elections, in Wiscon- 
sin and West Virginia, against the late 
John Kennedy. They were brutal and ruth- 
jess campaigns, in which the Kennedy

overwheinied him. And thollgh it was not 
@ clean fight, and it left him dependent 
on his wife's savings to pay hfs debts, 
for what hed been 8 cut-rate ride-in-buses 
cainpaisn, he did not bear any grudge 
and went on to help Kennedy. 

When he first came to Washington he 
was brash and rash enough to attack the 
Great Southern lords of the Senate. It was 
& temptation that most men felt and most 
Men put aside. Any Senator is a man of 
great position in the U.S, but a few of 
them, because of seniority or effectiveness, 
become members of an Inner Club that 
dominates the business and the commit- 
tees. It is on oligarchy in a democracy, 
and the Southerners make great oligarchs. 
Sens. John and Robert Kennedy. were never 
of this club. 

In fact, Hubert Humphrey very guickly 
learnt the rules and stopped trying to 
destroy the indestructible. He was one of 
the most popular of all the Senaters. He 
was a prodigious worker, whirling down 
the marble corridors in a little private tor- 
nado of energy, thrusting out his hand 
to be shaken, grinning, rasping out 8 


throaty greeting, always available to Press, 
or television or home state delegations, 
genuinely admired if occasionally affec- 
tionately smiled at — behind his hack. 

His was, and is, a simple and honest 
patriotism of the Amerlca-has-been-good- 
to-me sort. He was interested ip such 
things ag agriculture, disarmament, edu- 
cation, cheese, Jabour laws, the Cold War, 
the UL.N.,President Elsenhower ‘disap- 
provingly) and civil rights. In two six- 
year Senate terms he sponsored a total 
of 1,044 bills and joint resolutions. Not 
al! of them passed and no aingle measure 
bears his name. He gave up none of his 
Northern radicalism and was a tounder- 
member of the Americans for Democratic 
Action —- a radical and sometimes angry 
ginger group. 

He and his wife lived, and live, in an 
unpretentious suburban house on the edge 
of Washington, which he bought on a 
mortgage. He has four children and four 
grand-children. He was famous not only 
for his drop-of-a-hat eloquence, but the 
fact that he was prepared to speak on 
any subject under the sun. 

“While he was a Senator, he went to 
Moscow and had lunch and an eight-hour 
interview with Mr. Khrushchev. Obvious- 
ly, the Russian had decided to use the 
best-known chatterbox in the Sesate for 
his own ends, and Mr. Humphrey exploit- 
ed the Russian. He brought mews back 
on the bi of the Sino-Russian con- 
flict, on Soviet weaponry and on the fact 
that Mr. Khrushchev wanted to visit the 
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U.S. In ἃ series of press conferences, Mr; _- 


Humphrey made himself 6 natlonal‘figurs, . 
and it was probably then that ba was 
bitten by the insidious bug. ~ 
In 1964, President Johnson, who had been 
one of the most effective majority 1eaders 
in the history of the Senate, chose him 
as Vice-Presidential -running mate. The 


epen-canvassed alternative had been the . 


junior Senator. from Minnesota, Bugene 
McCarthy. Mr. Humphrey had ‘been at least 


jnstrumental in getting him into ~ 


the Senate Then, at least, they sincerely 
edmired each. other. 8 . 
Eugene MeCarthy was born in Watkins, 
Minnesota. His father is of Irisa extrac- 
tion and bis mother came from Germany. 
At the age of 92 the father still super- 
vises the family farm. McCarthy went to 
the local schools, eS ας πδοίαδιιο 
rodigy as well as being pt al 
Opa American games — here they in- 
clude ice hockey. ‘ 
He graduated from St. John's Univer- 
sity at the age of 19, after doing a four- 
year course in three years with the high- 
est scholastic average in the school's nis- 
tory. He was principal of a high school

at the age of 21. At 23 he got a Master's 
degree from the University of Minnesota. 
At 24 he was established as a college 
professor in economics and at 32, when 
he was first elected, he was acting chair- 
man of the sociology department at a 
Roman Catholic university. In the course 
of his teaching he met and eventually 
married a fellow teacher, Abigail Quigiey, 


Carthy spent nine months in the Benedic- 
tine Abbey of St. John in Minnesota aa 
8 postulant, The abbey is the largest. in 
the world, very contemporary in its arts 
and outlook, busy with schools and unl- 
versities, A postulant is only dipping his 
toe in to test the Holy Water. He doeg no! 
take vows nor wear the full habit of the 
order, and he may leave or be dismissed 
at any time. Of this time, Mr. McCarthy 
said that his mother prayed him into the 
monastery and Abigail prayed him out 
His Jeaying has left no scars.

He had a repu- 
tation for idleness and, oddly, for frivo- 
lity. He avoided the portentous sciemnity 
and the false bonkomie of many of his 
colleagues. He seemed set for a quiet and 
honourable and useful career as & Senator 
which 15 enough wholly to fulfil most men. 

In August 1967, Nicholas de B. Katzen- 
bach, Under-Secretary of State, in the 
course of giving evidence, told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee that becanse 
of the swiftness of modern events the 
President, not Congress had the right to 
make if not to declare war. This, in fact, 
was unconstitutional talk, and poison to 
anyone who helieved in the proper work- 
ing of the checks and balances of the 
American Constitution. To a friend ont- 
side the hearing room Sen. McCarthy 
said: “This is the wildest testimony I 
have ever heard: There is no limit to 


: what the President can do. There is only 


one thing to do — take it to the coun- 


Sen. McCarthy declared himself a can- 
didate in November, 1967. To begin with, 
he got little serious attention. Most of 
the press was uncivil and contemptuous. 
‘They described his speeches as lackadal- 
᾿ i as half-heart- 
ed. They found his organisation poor and 
intermittent. They compared his wit and 
Political eccentricities to those of the 
late Adlai Stevenson ia ed on, not 
meant a3 8. compliment. ‘ew Left 
Gsmissed him as a phony. 


But then the Hghtning struck. In the

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‘New Hampshire primary he got 42 per 
cent of the votes against the President's 
49 per cent, The late Sen. Robert Ken- 
nedy decided he wanted a piece of this 
action, and. with a certain loss of dignity 
joiied in the race. Then the President 
abdicated, or at least safd he wouldn't 
at. 

He entered other primaries and though 
note of them was a landslide and though 
mone of them can’ be or were decisive, 
it proved that he could cater to 2 wide- 
spread dissatisfaction with the existing or- 
der, among sul an. housewives az well 
as academics. He. excited the young al- 
most as much as. Robert did 
and they tried to adjust their image in 
his cause — “Keep clean for Gene.” He 
excited far less attention among the Ne- 
groes and other minority groups than 
Robert Kennedy. They distrusted him as 
the old sort of well-wishing Mberal, and 
he did not go out of his way to court 
them. But ome of the oddest 
about his campaign was that it seemed 
@evoid of personal ambition, as tf he did 
not care whether he won or lost, as if 
he were pushing a policy rather than 


8 personality, ag if he were merely “do- 
ing his thing.” 

The policy he put forward centred on 
the Vietnam war. He thought it political- 
ly indefensible and morally intelerable. 


But he was a dove, not a full peace 
candidate, (He supported President Truman 
on Korea.) He did not support & unilateral 
withdrawal by the Americans, nor even 
an immediate and unconditional end to 
the bombing, but a policy that would be 
simed at getting a peace rather than 
winning the war. 

All this he put forward in speeches 
made from a few scrawled notes, treat- 
ing his voters as adults and avoiding 
the tricks of political oratory. To add to 
iis monkish background, it became known 
that he wrote poetry, and that too did 
him no harm. He was a phenomenon in 
American politics. 

If one looks at these men, Mr. Hum- 
phrey and Sen. McCarthy, even to Euro- 
pean eyes they are recognisably members 
of the same party, with almost the 
game political coloration. Their trouble 
may prove to be that the title of Demo 
crat is so all-embracing that it includes 
men like ex-Gov. Wallace of Ala- 
bama. Or it did until recently, when he

Then he hecame, by the Amer~ 
ican constitution and custom, the thin echo 
of the President himself, The office of 
Vice-President is singularly undistinguish- 
ed. It kas no function except to preside 
over the Senate and to. succeed should the 
President die. “ 

It is a sort of life dukedom without 
even ἃ seat in the Lords. It is allowed 
no independence, Its holder $s more sub- 
servient than a new representative in a 
marginal Congressional seat. He cao elther 
reflect and serve the President or he can 
virtually disappear from public life, back 
to from whence be came, and his cons0- 
lation will be to be addressed as Mr.

But men still leap at the office, even 
men of power like Lyndon Johnson. Hu- 
bert Humphrey did the same, und en- 
thuslastically and wordily endorsed ai- 
most all that President Johnson said and 
did. He was in fact allowed less iade- 
pendence in the empty office than Lyn- 
don Jonson or Richard Nixon under 
their Presidents. He was made Chairman 
of the Space Programme. He was respon- 
sible for coordinating civil rights mat- 
ters. He had a seat on the National Secu- 
rity Council, But these are all but Court 
appointments, full of bustle, surrounded 
by deference, wielding lttle power. 

He was left with the role of secondary 
megaphone to the President. He was 
known to he privately uneasy. about the 
course of eventg in Vietnam, yet he was 
almost totally identified with the Presi- 
dential policy. And it fs this policy, this 
ambience, that is under attack by every- 
one of the surviving candidates. Tha 
Americans chose Eisenhower when they 
wanted a nice rest. Now they want to get 
back to the idea that Kennedy suggested, 
that they are not slaves to events but 
masters of their house. ἡ 

So Humphrey has lost most of his old 
liberal capital: and gained little. in its 
place. He has been described as the 
Uriah Heep of the White House, as poli- 
tically emasculate. This ig both brutal and 
unfair. But he needs now to show that 
he has cut the Johnson connection, and 
to do so in a way that wilt uot make 
his last four years a living 116. 

These are two considerable men. Either 
might make a great President. It 15 pos- 
sible, of course, neither may be given 
the chance. For Hubert Humphrey that 
would be an unearned tragedy, For 
Eugene McCarthy it would be an in- 
teresting experience that has added some- 
thing to the credibility and reality of his 
nation’s ideals. ᾿ :

A DAY-Iong ‘symposium of very intense

Shemesh. ‘The: particlpants were the re- 
presentatives of a very remarkable set 
of Naha) grovps who have voluoteered 
over the past three years to give an 
extra sit months of army service in 
order to work in antl-ililteracy campaigns 
and general community work in develop- 
ment areas, None of them was trained 
and Many are ibbutzniks or would-be 
idbbutzniks and have no particular urge 
to take up thls work as a career. They 
merely seemed to be motivated by an im- 
mense concern. 

A Nahal group moved into Beit She- 
mesh elghteen months ago, and since 
then there have been three groups carry- 
ing on a programme mainiy aimed at 
stopping the school dropouts and getting 
the local people aware of the importance 
of education for their children. The im- 
pact hag been very deeply felt. As 
Mayor Amram Luk said last Wednesday, 
"A year and a half ago out of 2,500 
schoolchildren, 100 never went to schoo! 


at 811. Now almost every child in the town - 


jis attending elementary school.” 

Michal, pow a member of Nahal Sinai, 
worked in Beit Shemesh and she told me 
about what it was like at first. “The 
youth club and cultural centre were dead. 
‘Teenagers and children either went to Ram- 
le or Jerusalem for entertainment or 
played on the streets. Delinquency was 
hich (there was not a single qualified 
social worker in the town at the time) 
and school dropouts were regular. There 
was a very high illiteracy rate.” 

Nahal members reacted in various ways. 
One eighteen-year-old boy organized a 
club fur youngsters coming back to Beit 
Shemesh directly after the army. Though 
he was younger he had the verve not 
only to get them to come, but to or- 
ganize activities every night. Another 
group got 600 people to fill a hall (and 
wama had to be turned away) for 8 
performance of Moliere by a travelling 
theatre, which was highly appreciated by: 
the North Africans, Another girl took a 
boy suffering from muscular dystrophy 
under her wing, took him out, read to 
him and Hstened to' his problems. And 
all the time boys and girls carried on 
teaching motherg of elght and fathers 
Eving on welfare how to read acd write.

EN per cent of the adult population 

of Israel jis illiterate. Not an out- 
standingly high figure compared to some 
countries perhaps, hut high enough to 
give cause for concern both at gavern- 
mental and other levels. The goverament 
stems to have left the anti-ililteracy 
programme firmly alone, after slashing 
budgeta in the educational and cultural 
direction recently. 

People have been grappling with 
the problem ever since the first 
Jarge-scale Oriental immigration in’ 1049. 
Ten years ago there were 2,000 largely 
untrained volunteers from all walks of 
the population working in new immigrant 
areay. Today the number is down to 
200. Things have definitely picked up in 
the past few years and the number of 
trained teachers in moshavim, towns and 
development areas is approximately 1,200. 

However by far the most important 
teachers in the programme are soldiers, 
for as the Ministry of Education says 
itvelf, “The Army gives Us as Many as 
we need.” These teachers are the girl 
soldier-teachers who actually brave it out 
in the wilderness. Although they may 
share common ideals and face very si- 
milar problems to the Nahal groups their 
approach differs widely, and they work 
in a Very different framework. 

The girl soldiers are graduates of, or 
students at teachers seminaries, who have 
pad deferment at 18. Before they embark 
on their eighteen months of army teach- 
ing they are given a battery of psycho- 
technic and other tests and are required 
to take part in a rigorous 14-day crash 
course organized by the Ministry of Educa- 
tien. They are then required to live and 
work alone in a village, moshav or de 
velopment area. 

Corditions both physically and soctally. 
are tough, Culture conflict in a village 
where the inhabitants believe in the “evil 
eye" can be hard on a girl with a camera. 
It ix considered essential for the teacher 
ta maintain a distance between herself 
and her pupils, and she is helped ia this

geant’s stripes on her sleeves. 

Tn spite of various rather Spartan im- 
positions very few girts break under the 
strain, accordiing to David Harman, the 24- 
year-old Head of the.Department of Adult 
Education. What does break a girl? “Well 
stoning or lice." Stoning may be rare, but 
lice, the Ministry says, affects two-thirds 
of the girls at one time or another during 
their spell of ‘duty. 

David Harman is bristling with a new 
approach which he calls the “Getting into. 
the Kitchen" school “The attitude in this 
work used to be—get the kids, Bducational- 
ists thought if you could only drag the 
ehild away from his dreadfully culturally- 
deprived environment, he would be ail 
right. However we have at last realzed 
that no school teacher, school or institution 
combined can ever be as important ag the 
child's mother.” F : 


SPECTACULAR RESULTS 


‘The girl teacher therefore does not say 
“Come to the cultural centre at 11 a.m 
next Tuesday" but “lll be coming to your 
place next Tuesday at 11 am.” The 
idea however is to get the women gradual- 
ly: out of the kitchen and slowly into a 
classroom framework. ᾿ 

According to David Harmen there are 
very few really hard-core unapproachables 
and some of the resuits have been quite 
spectacular. In Dimone, in five years, the 
percentage of children going on to se- 
condary education has gone’ up from 30 
per cer* to 65 per cent. This he ascribes 
to the amily-orfented approach. Resulta 
elsewhere vary,but the Department of 
Adult Education feels that 18 months of 
solid attention gives at least a very good 
grounding. ‘ 

The Nahai volunteers on the other hand 
have a much shorter period in which to 
accomplish results. Six months 15 not even 
a minimal period in which to establish 
any solid educational foundationz, and it 
is difficult to establish much of ἃ con- 
tinuum with a change of group every six 
months. This applies even more to any 
sort of casework. It may even be nega- 
tive in some cases to start emotional re- 
lationships with problem’ families which 
must be abandoned after so short a period, 

However they have achieved results 
particularly in youth work where mixed 
groups are of key importance. Even if it 
fg educationally all rather messy, accord- 
ing to Michal and her friends neither they 
nor Beit Shemesh will ever be quile the 
same again, even if another group does 
not get itself organized for this Septem- 
ber. 

Another example of genuine national 
service is to begin on August 25. A group 
of religious girls from a Municipal School 
in Tel Aviv informed the Ministry of 
Education that though they were not 
prepared to serve in the army they were 
prepared to give ἃ year of nationa) ser~ 
vice in social and community work. Ac- 
cordingly approximately 15 girls will start 
working in the Orthodox Negev town 
Netivot from September, after. a brief 
training course.

TEL AVIV. — 
“TT’S never too late," says Stephen 
Wise, 20, of Van Nuys, California. 
Stephen, now a junior year student at 
Tel Aviv University, is going to celebrate 
his bar mritzva this week, and ia going 

to do it at the Western Wall. 

When he was no more than 11 years old, 
Stephen himself decided that he would 
much rather not have a bar mitzva. 
His older brother had made the same 
decision three years earlier, and his pa- 
rents chose not to put up a fight. “It 
did not mean anything to me," Stephen, 
an archaeology major, explains, “I never 
had a Jewish education, aside from ἃ 
Uttle Sunday school.” 

The change started at the time he was 
turning 17. "It wasn't really religious,” 
he says, “but I felt that I misso2d some 
tradition — some part of being Jewish. 
Tt is very difficult to explain, because 
the change wasn't a sudden flash of 
lightning, it was very βίου and gradual. 
I just felt that 1 lacked something and 
needed to know more about my heritage.” 

Stephen came here especially “to e¢x- 
tend my knowledge of the Jewish way 
of life." But his very presence here 
has made him much more interested and 
“downright curiou: “Everything {s reai- 
ly here before me,’ he told The Jerusalem 
Post, “It is so tangible; it isn’t just 
something you read about,” 

Stephen was particularly impressed by 
the Western Wall on the eve of Shabbat. 
He had never before in his life scen a 
Hassidic Jew. “And here were co many 
ot them, so many young people too, I 
felt a real personal and emotional invoive- 
ment... and besides I keep slapping my- 
self all the time and saying ‘Gee this 
was all done by Jews’.” 

This atmosphere had, as Stephen at-

tests, a great influence on him and caused 
him to decide to celebrate his bar mitzva. 
It is not the bar mitzva itself that is 50 
important, but what it symbolizes, “Until 
now I had feelings of guilt every time I 
entered a synagogue,” he confesses. 

Stephen wrote to his parents about 
his decision and thelr first reaction was 
to send him his father's talit — prayer 
shaw! Stephen intends to use it in the 
ceremony. His friends are alse happy 
about the ceremony. Rabbi Mayor Abra- 
mowitz, special adviser to the ΤῊ] Aviv 
Universty president on American Affairs, 
helps him in his prep:rations, as well 
as one of the other American students 
living with him.

— An original plan to smug- 
Sle hashish to New York inside a huge 
red decorative wax candle with a Magen 
David stamped on it was foiled by chance 
on Thursday when one would-be-smuggler, 
a volunteer from the U.S., fled from a 
policeman during a routine check. 

The volunteer, Stephen Allen Bass, was 
walking down Rehovy Hayarkon with a 
Jaffa resident, Fuad WNinio, carrying 8. 
wrapped-up shoebox under his arm. When 
the policeman’s suspicions were aroused 
by the bulky parcel, he went over to 
question Bass, who saw Ninio signalling 
to him, and broke into a run. 

After other policemen joined the chase, 
they caught Bass, opened the shoebox, 
took out the candle, and found two nyion 
satchets containing one-and-a-quarter ki- 
los of hashish in its hollow interior, all 
ready to be mailet to a New York ad- 
dress. 

When the investigation turned up let- 
ters written by Bass and other Ameri- 
can volunteers describing other “hashish 
candles" which were majled the same way, 
the police decided a smuggling ring was 
involved.

Funds inflated

TEL ‘AVIV. — A spot-check made of Is 
ΣΌΣ ΙΒ six sick funds shows that their 
membership rolls are inflated — often 

,-it is learned, The sample was 
made for the Khoushy committee on 
nationwide health service, and the results 
have been kept a closely guarded secret. 

Kppat Holim Maccabi had the lowest 
discrepancy between the declared number 
and the actual number. The percentage 
was only 13 per cent. The Histadrut 
sick fund had 8. 6.8 per cent deviation, 
while that for Ammami was 12.8 per 
cent. This was followed by the Central 
Kupat Holim (formerly the General Zion- 
ist) with 26.2 per cent; Leumit (Herut) 
which had 28.8, and by Assaf with 33.1 
per cent. 

A spokesman for the Histadrut denied 
that the spot-check was accurate, saying 
that “we have checked and double- 
checked our own figures. They are exact. 
‘We have exactly 1,950,605 members." 

A frank explanation that there could 
be a “38.1 per cent discrepancy” came 
from the spokesman from Assaf. “Some 
18,000 of our 40,000 members are invalids 
of Nazi persecutions and of the alded 
armies. We claim that they are full mem- 
bers although they do not pay individual 
dues. Others say that they can only be 
full members if they pay individual dues.” 

Other sick funds pointed out that there 
were different ways of checking member- 
ship. For example, some persons had to 
pay for each individual medical service 
(the parents of some members in many 
cases).

WADI FIRAN, Southern Sinai. — Some 10,000 Beduin in southern Sinai on 
Thursday declared their allegiance to the State of Israel in the first festive 
gathering ever of the heads of their 16 tribes at Firan, in the heart of the Sinai 


Mountains. 

The declaration. voiced by Sheikh Abu 
Abdullah, head of the 3,500 el-Mizeneh 
trie, highitghted a hig hafleh--traditlonal 
festive gathering, It continued uatil the 
late evening hours in the moonlit canyon, 
some 40 km. from the St. Catherine 
Monastery. 

The gathering was held catirely om the 
Bedutns’ injtlative and included the cus- 
tamary camel races, Beduly dances anid 
songs, and ἃ rich mutton-and-rice ‘supper 
for about 200 Israeli guests at the spe- 
Clally constructed tent of the 16 tribal! 
heads. Arab coffee and Beduln tea were 
also served, A special treat for the Bedu- 
in was given hy the Southern Sinai's 
Army Commander and his Military Gov- 
ernor, ΓΑ, Menachem Sharfman: the first 
showing ever af a film for 800 represen- 
tatives of the 16 tribes. 

The film chosen for the occasion was 
“The Sword of Ali Baha," preceded by 
two Israeli documentaries in Arabn. Ray- 
Samal Rishon Yossi, of the Military Gov~ 
ernoment’s office, was the ‘ive-wire of the 
party, providing simultaneous translation 
of all the speecheg and organizing the 
camei raves. He also flied in the running 
commentary in Arable with witty re- 
imarka of Ali Baba’s various adventures 
in Baghdad. 

Aluf-Mishne who represented the Chief 
of Staff. together with the Army Com- 
mander and S/A Sharfman, ali 
praised the peaceful cooperation of South- 
ern Sinal’s Beduin with the Israeli authori- 
ties. making this area one of the quietest 
regions of all the Israc\-administered ter- 
ritories. 

They accepted Shelkh Abdullah's request 
to provide additional sources of employ- 
ment and to increase the government 
health services. 

Following a hearty welcome delivered 
by the “Sheikh of Shelkhs,” Sheikh Id. 
Abu Abdullah expressed the Bedulus’ 
pride in cooperating with the Israe] au- 
thorities which had allowed them to 
maintain their autonomy, including tribal 
justice. 

He stressed that in the first year of 
thelr contact with the authorities, the 
Beduin had proved their foyalty. permit- 
ting, the authorities’ to treat them as 
equals. 

To those Beduln who had never been to 
Egypt or Israel, their biggest dellght was 
provided by the supply of electricity and 
loudspeakers. with the tents lit up for 
hours.

Pleading not guilty, he claimed that he 
became acquainted with the woman a 
short time ago.
